COPP'S HILL. 

It 1b a fact not often called to miud, perhaps, that, of the 
three hills from which Boston took one of her popalsr namea, 
and front wblch one of hermaln thorouglifarea ia iianied, no one 
retains its original form. Furt Hill has disappeared, and the 
name given to that locality serves merely to puzzle the young 
generation. Beacon nUi has long since lowered Its summit, 
upon which glowed the fires from which It took lie name. And 
not even Copp's Hill has been spared ; seven feet have been taken 
(rom its highest point, and Snontiill Street has been cut through 
its western border. Like Boston, Copp's Hill has been known 
hy three popular names: the first, MilBeld, or Windmill Hill, 
was Bu called because in 1053, " The windmill, which was used 
to grind the settlers' corn, was brought from Cambridge and 
placed upon the summit. This was the first windmill erected 
In the town." It was afterward called Snow Hill, and then 
Copp's Hill, which name it bears at the present time; hut it is 
not known when the hill took its present name. It was so 
called from William Copp, who owned a house and lot on the 
south-east corner, near Prince Street. Mr. Copp's realty is thus 
recorded on page 14, in the " Original Book of Possessions " of 
f Boston, now liept In the archives of the city at the 
City Hall : 

"The possessions of William Copp within the Limits of 
Boston : One house and Lott of half an acre in the Mill Pond, 
hounded with Thomas Bnttolph south-east ; John Button north- 
east. The Maish on the south-west; and the Elver on the north- 

The above is not dated, hut there la reason to believe It was 
entered in 1644. 
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la the Probata Office far the County of Suffolk, there is a 
record of the will of William Uopp, coidwainer. ll was dated 
October 31, 1662, aud proved April -21, 1670. Among the Items 
of bequest are the following: " i give to uiy daughter Euth my 
great kettle and little pot and choffen disti," "I gl?e to Lydia 
my little kettle and great pot." In the Inventory is a line ap- 
praising " 1 huur-glass uiid fryiug-pan, 12 ahillings." The 
amount ol the Inventory is nearly £11, which was quite a. large 
sum more than two centurtea ugu. His wife's name, Judith, is 
spelt " Goodeth" on tbegrave-stuue, and also in his will. 

The appearance of Copp'a Hill la very different to-day from 
what it was at the time of the Revolution. At tliat time the 
hill terminated abruptly on the north-west side In a rugged cliff, 
almost inaccessible from the water side. Southerly, the ground 
fell away in an easy descent Co the foot of North Square and the 
shore of Ihe Mill Poud, white to the eastward n gradual slope 
conducted to the Xorth Battery. The beach at the foot of the 
headland, opposite Cbarlestown, was made iuto a street with 
earth taken from thesummlt of the hill, which was wbereSnuw- 
Uill crosses It, This made Lynn Street — our Commercial Street 
eKten^ion — and afforded a contmuous route aloug the water. 
Going north, the rising ground at Richmond Street iudicates the 
beginning of the ascent. The foot of tbe bill on the north- 
easterly side, west In old times by the name of "NewGuiuea," 
It havlug been exclusively inhabited hj colored people. 

Copp's Hill in 1630 is thus described by Dr. Snow in the 
" History of Boston," page 105 : 

" The hill at the north, rising to tbe height of about fifty 
feet above the sea, pre<a[ited then on its north-west brow an 
abrupt declivity, long after known as Copp's Hill sleeps. Its 
summit, almost level, extended between Prince and Cbarter 
Btreets towai'ds Christ Church; thence south a gentle slope led 
to the water, which washed the south side of Prince street be- 
low, aud tbe north side above Thacher street as far as Salem ; 
ea-ttward from the church, a gradual descent led to the North 
Battery, which was considered the bottom of the hill. South- 
easterly tbe slope wils still more gradual, aud terminatso at the 
foot ol North square, leaving a knoll on the right, where at 
present stands the meeting-bouse of the Second Church." 

From Copp's Hill, Burgoyne and Clinton witnessed the 
battle on Bunker Hill, and directed the battery. 



HUDSON'S POINT. 



Copp'g HiU rose gradually frarn Hudsou's Fuint (wbich 
was at the nonli-eaat corner of the Hill], ao called (rutu Francis 
Hudson, tlie ferrymaa. The Ferry was between Gee's noted 
ship-yard and Hudson's Poicit. The ship-yard was owned by 
Mr. Joshua Gee, who also owned Ihe land where the Gaa-HouBs 
now is, and nearly all the land on Copp's Hill between Charter, 
Prince, and Siiowhill streets. At this Point, Annie Pollard, 
the first white wuuian who landed In Boston, jumped ashore. 
She lived to be nearly one hundred and five years of age. It Is 
also noted as the place where the British landed their wounded 
after the Battle of Bunker Hill. It was afterwards used as a 
fortification, and called the North Battery, The work erected 
by the British on Copp's Hill, — from which they opened a tre- 
mendous fire on the Americans, whicli, with the fire that came 
from the fieet, was enough to appall even veteran troops, and 
from which the shells came that set Charleatown on Are, — was 
on the summit of the eminence, which was some seven feet 
higlier than at the present time, and was located near the suuth- 
wett corner of the Cemetery, nearly opposite Rev. Mr. Edes' 
tomb. " When visited In the year 1776, it was found to couslst 
of a few barrels of earth which formed parapets, and three 
Twanly-Elght Pounders mounted on carriages, were found 
spiked within. The Battery was covered with a smnll earth- 
work to tha rear, designed for infantry." (An old engraving, 
which the writer has seen, represents a row of tents covering 
the side of the Hill between the summit and Charter Street). 
Ail traces of these works were removal in IS07, when the sum- 
mit was lowered, 

Copp's Hill was visited by Christian people nine years be- 
fore the settlement of Buston. Tbe first visit of the Plymouth 
Company to Copp's Hill was Jn 11121, and is thus referred, to by 
Prince in his "Chronology" : 

" The Governor chuaea 10 men with Squanto and two other 
savageH, ta go In the shallop, Tuesday, Sept. 18; at midnight, 
the tids serving, wa set sail ; next day got into the bottom of 
Masaacbusetls Bay, about 20 leagues norib from Plymouth, and 
anchor next morning, we land under a cliH (Copp's Hill). The 
■achem of this place is Abbaiimwat." 
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A portion of Copp's Hill, before it wai so densely built 
apoD, woa used as a. Pronienade Grouud aud a place of recrea- 
tioa bf the KorCh Euden. Ou Cbarter Street, opposite the 
gate of the Cemetery, alill stajida ooe of the oid boUBsa, beloog- 
iug to Mr. John B. Jobnsou, whicli not olIj hai celebrated ita 
ceii[«nDial, but Btili retaios tbe marlis of BritlaU buiieU. Paul 
Revere lived and died ou Cbarter i^treet, at tbe West side of 
Revere Place, On tbe corner of Sbeafe and Salem streets still 
Btaiids the house wbere Robert Xewmaa lived when bo hung 
out tlie signal from tbe steeple of the North (or Christ) Church. 

On Hull Street atllS sLands the old Uart House auil also tbe 
GaJloupe House. Tbe Galloupe House woa erected nearly one 
hundred and Blity years since— in 1724 — by a Mr. Clough; It 
was purchased by a Mr. Benjaoiin Gallop {afterward called 
Galloupe} in 1TT2; be died in 177(1, just afler tbe Declaration 
of Independence. The estate then became tbe property of liis 
youngest son, Richard, and, at bis death, it descended to bis 
youngest daughter, who married Mr. William Marble, a weli- 
knowu decorator of Boston, atid ivas sold by him in 1S7T, a short 
time after tbe death of his wife, to ihe present owner. This 
house was occupied by British troops in 1775, and was the head- 
quarters of Genera] Gage on tbe day of the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. Its Urobers were cut In the vicinity. The Suelllng House, 
now standing on Hull Street, was occupied by British troapa, 
who covered the cellar floor with tombstones taken from the 
Cemetery; the Snelling House on Salem Street was similarly 
used, but it has beeii demolished and replaced by a handsome 
brick building. 

After tbe surrender of Quebec, the North Kuders made an 
immense bouGre on Copp's Hill: "45 Tar Barrels, 2 Cords of 
Wood, a mast, spars, and boards, with 50 lbs of powder were set 
in a blaze; this, with a similar illumination on Fort Hill, was 
paid fur by the province, together with 32 Gallons of Rum and 
much Beer." November 5tb, 17IS, Pope's Day, was celebrated 
by a union of tbe rival factions, who met in amity, and refreshed 
themselves under Liberty Tree, before proceeding to Copp's 
Hill, as was customary. 

Ou January ^tb, 1793, an OS was roasted on this Bill at a 
feast in honor of tbe French Revolution, and tbe horns were 
placed on a pole iixiy feet high, and raised la Liberty Square. 
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CHRIST CHURCH. 



At the froDt of Hull Street stands llie North Cburch (rr 
Chtist Church}' It U aevenly feet long, fifty feet wide, uiid 
thitty-Bve feel high. The walla are two and a half feet thick. 
The tower Is twenty-four feet square, and Its wall three and a 
half feet thick. The spire rlseH to the height of one hundred 
and sereiity-flve feet, and la a well-known guide for vessels en- 
tering the harbor. In 1S04 the steeple was blown down and it 
waa rebuilt in 1807. In 1S40 it was found to be In a decaying 
condition and It became necessary to lake it down. In August, 
1847, the gplre, or all above the upper windows, was raised from 
lu faslenings and lowered from Lbe height of one hundred and 
thirty feet to the pavement without damage or accident. That 
part which siipporied the spire was rebuilt, the architecture 
being careful); couformed to that of the original Steeple. The 
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ball was opened aud fouud to contain au account of the dcBtruc- 
tloii of the steeple in 1S04 aud its reatoraliou in 1807. Tliese 
were rejilacBd, witU an account ot the repaira in 1817, a copy of 
Dr. Eatou's (Jentenulal Sermon and otlier bis tori cat ducumenta. 

The clmrcli waa erected lii 1723, and is the oldest public 
building iu Boston with the exceptluu of the Province House, 
whicli, however, has been very much altered. The Bible, 
Prayer Books, and Communion silrer were given by G«orge 11., 
iu 1733, aud are now iu use. The Korai Bible was printed at 
Oxford, in 1717, b; John Basket, aud is noted for the elegance 
of the prJuting and the eiigravlugs. It Is of the " Vinegar edi- 
tion," Themaaiive christening baa in was the gift of Arthur 
SttTttge, Esq., lu 1730. The organ was made by Thomfia Johns- 
Ion in IToQ; the interior was rebuilt by Mr. Goodrich about sixty 
years ago. The Ogurea of the Cherubim in front of the organ 
and the Cbanciellers were taken from a French vessel by the pri- 
vateer Queen of Hangar]/, and presented lo ibis church in 1746, 
by Captain Grusbea. It also contains a bust o( Washington, 
which was the fli'sl ever made of the " Father of hts Country." 

The chime of eight belh connected with the church is the 
oldest chime in America. They were brought from England In 
1744, aud were procured by aubscriptiou, Mr. John Rowe giving 
the freight. They cost £ol!0; the chaises for wheels and putting 
them ill place, £03. The Inscriptions on them are as follows : 
The tenor, flrat, says. This peal of eight bells is the gift of a 
nwaber of generous persons lo Chrisi Ckitrck in Boston, New 
Bngland, Anno 1744, A. H. The second, ThU Church was 
founded in Vis year 1723, Timothy Cutler, Doctor in DieinUy, 
the first rector, A. B., 1744. The third says, We are the first 
ring of bells eojil for the British Empire in Xorth America, 
A. B-, 1744. The fourth exclaims, God preserve the Church 
Hf England, 1744. The fifth commemorates, WiHiam Shirley, 
E*q., Goveriiour of the Massachusetts Bay in N. B.,Anno 1744. 
The sixth tells us. Tie subscription for these belts loaa begun by 
John Hammock and Robt, Temple, Church Wardens, Anno 1743, 
eomplealed by BobL leukint and Ino. Gould, Church Wardens, 
1744. The seventh. Since oenerositjf has opened onr moutlis, 
our tomjuea shall ring aloud its praise, 1744; and the eighth 
concludea, Abfl Budhall qf Gloucester cast us all. Anno 1744. 

When Charles Giver Brid);e was opened on the 17th of 
June, 1780, they joined with the guns on Copp'a Hill and on 
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Bunker Hill iu celebratiug Ibe union of Ihe two lowna, Tbey 
may be beard on eacb SunJay in the year, as in ye olden time. 
"So bave they rung a buiidred years, 
And ou the ears that hoard them Brtt 
Tbe cbiming of tlje slarry sjiheres 
Willi their enrapluriug tones bas buret." 

From tbe eteeple o( this cliurch were ehown tbe signal 
lights of Faul ReTere, by Robert fTewmaii, the sexton, to notily 
Col. Coiiaiit and others, wbo waited on tbe Charleatowii sbore, 
as to which way Ibe British troops would go — by land or sea. 
That eveuliig be sat quietly In his bouse, asaumlng an uncon- 
cerned mnnuer to avert tbe suspicion of Ibe Eugllsh olScers who 
wete quartered upon him, but impatieiUly expecting the arrival 
of a friend, a aea captain, who was watching tbe movements of 
the regular!. 

"It tbe Britlah miircli 
By laud or upa from the town to-night 
Untig a lantern aloft In tbe belfry arcU 
Of the North Church lower as a s<gna[ light: 
One if by land and two if hy sea.: 
And 1 on the opposite aboi'e will be 
Kendy lo ride and spread the alarm 
Tbiough every Middlesex village and farm 
For the country folk to be up and arm." 

Mr. Newman succeeded in eludiug the vigilance of his un- 
welcome guests, look down the church keys, and with two lan- 
terns in hW hand, went out, met bis friend, beard tbe uewa he 
brouglit, opened Che cburuh door, locked it after him and went 

" Up the wooden stairs with «tea1thy tread 
To the belfry ch umber overhead 
And startled the pigeons from their percb 
On the sombre rafters that round him made 
Masses and moving shapes of nbade. 
Up tbe light, ladder slender and tall 
To the highest window in llie wall." 

When bis taik was dona Mr. Newman came di>wn, passed 
through the church, jumped out of a back window, weut round 
throueh Unity and Bennett streets to his bouse, and succeeded 
in entering it wittiout being observed. Tbe BrlLifh found him 
In bed. They arrested liim and threw him In jail. But he had 
taken such precautions that nothing could he proved and be 
was set at liberty.

The tombs under tbe churcb number thlrt;-three. The 
flrat w^ built in 1732. In one of Ihem were interred the Rev. 
Timothy Cutler, D. D., the first Rector of the Church, aud hia 
wife Eliza, both of whom died at the good old age of SI years. 
Ill tomb No. 20, once rested the remains of Major Pitcairti, but 
they havG long since been transferred to Westmitiller Abbey. 
Lytide M. Walter, the founder and first edilor of the JtoHon 
Tranaeript, Is buried here, in the Walter family tomb. 

It Is said that General Gage witnessed the burning of 
Charlestnwii and the Battle of Bunker Hill from this steeple. 
"Rev. William Uontague, Kector of this church, was the person 
who received the ball taken from tiie body of General Warren, 
who was killed at the Rattle of Bunker Hill." Tbe first Rector 
of the church. Rev. Timothy Cutler, lived on the corner of 
Tilestoa and Salem streets. 

The first Sunday School In New England and tlie first 
known to exist in America was established In connection with 
this church in 1615, in the old Academy next north of the 
church, by the Rev. Asa Eaton and Shubae) Bell. Six months 
later asimilar school was commpnced in the Rev. Dr. Sharp's 
church, ou Charles Street. 

An Inlerestln? Incident coiinecteil with the tombs under 
this church w^s related by Rev. Dr. Eaton, in his Centennial 
Sermon, delivered December 28th, 1823 : 

" The following tact, which In some ages wonli] liave excited 
the superstitious veneration of Ignorance and bigotry, may l>e 
worth recording- Some years since, in 1S12, while the workmen 
mployed in the Cemetery (under the church) building 
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iutendent directed hliu to proceed till be found solid earth. 
About sis feet betow the bottom of the cellar he found a 
coffiu covered wltb coarse linen clotli eized witli gum, which 
ou bolllMg became while, and the texLuru oa Una as If it had 
been receull; woven. Within tliia coffin was aiioLber, protected 
from the air in a similar manner, and the furniture was not in 
the least injured b; time. The flesh wail sound and somewhat 
retemhilng that of an E(;yptiaa mummy. Tlie akin wben cut 
appeared like leather. The sprigs of evergreen, deposited in the 
cofBn, resembled the broad-leafed myrtle; the stem was elastic, 
the leaves fresh, and apparently In a Btate of vegetation. From 
the inscription it was found lo be the body of Mr. Thomas, a 
native of New England, who died in Bermuda. Some of his 
family wero among the f minders of Clirist Church. His remains 
when discovered had been entombed about eighty years. They 
were placed in the uorlh-east coruer »f the Cemetery." 

The stone so long concealed from observation was placed 
over them, but has since disappeared. 

la 1TS2, the French fleet, uuder the command of Marqala 
de Vaudreuil, arrive. 1 at Boston, from Yorktown. While baiug 
piloted up the harbor, a seventy-four gun ship called the 
Mayiti^ceHt, was wrecked on Lovell's Island. The pilot who 
was in charge was afterward sexton of this chun^h. One moru- 
iug, soon after his appointment, he found this couplet chalked 
ou the church

St. Mabt's Episcopai, Church," for Seamen, on Par- 
nenCer Street, was built In lS4u, through the efforts of the 
Bev. J. P. Robinson, who worked among sailors until his death, 
and was beloved byall who knewhtm. TheRev. J,M. Hillyar, 
who received a call several months slnae, is actively engaged in 
continuing the good work. This church Is supported princi- 
pally by contributions from frieude. All are invited. 

Hanovbb Sthket Chapel (Unitarian), was establiehed 
lu 1854, by the Benevolent Fraternity of Churches. The Rev. 
£<)wln J. Gerry has presided over this Chapel for the past twenty- 
four years, and during all this time he has done his utmost for 
the poor and needy. His sole aim seems to be the advancement 
of those over whom he Is called to preside, and few minister* 
are as much loved and esteemed by the members of their con- 
gregation. Seats are free to all. 
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The remalna of an arch were found wbile laying llie foun- 
dation of aliouBeoii tlieeut side of Henchman titraet, about 
&tty years ago, and ma; still be seen in the cellar of the house 
opposite naachmaii'e Lane. One end of this archia on Charter 
street, the other on the water side of Gomoierclai Street. II 
was part of a brick arch oF large dimeudoiis that, at the time of 
Ihe French wnn, was bulltby C^pt. John Griubea, who com- 
manded the privateer Qu«en q/* Hangari/, and used as a place 
of deposit for captured goods. The openiug, at the water's 
edge, was discovered about the time Lyiiu Street was filled in ; 
at this point there was orlninall; a high bank. 

The He's North Church etuod on the corner of Hanover 
andClarlcstreets. The first building waserectedln ITU. by the 
Second Congregational Society. The pre»ieut edifice was buUt lu 
1604. In ISOJ a bell made by Paul Rev(>re was pluced in the 
tower. This church is now owned and used by SI. Stephen's 
Catholic Society, who have much enlarged it. 

On Friuce Street, opitosite the gas-bouNe, stands a brick 
manslon-UouBB (now owned by John Gourley) which liaa passed 
its centennial. It is said in this house Major Pitcairn, who 
was mortally wounded at Bunker Hill, hreatheit his last. He 
was brought acrosii the rlrer by his son, taken to llil» house, 
and soon bled to death. 

On ITnily Street Ptill stands the brick mansiou -house be- 
queathed by Doctor Franklin to liis dear sister, Jane Mecom, 
and by her, In vust, to Rev. John Lathrop, O. D. and Benjamin 
Summers, for ber daughter, Jane Collis, to her grandson, Josiah 
Flags, and great-grandchildren Franklin and Sarah Green. 

In North Square stands the Bethel Church, where Father 
Edward T. Taylor so long and eloquently preached the Gospel 
lo the seafaring clasi. His residence, on tbe o>rner of New 
Prince Street and North Square, was erected ou liie Franklend 

On the corner of Prince and Sslem streets stands what is 
probably the oldest apothecary shop in the cily. It was erected 
tn 1797. by Robert Fennelly, and has been occupied for nearly 
forty years by the well-known druggist, Henry D. Fowle. 

Charter Street has been known by that name ainre 1708, 
and took its name from the Charter of King Wi'liam III,, 
under which Maine, Plymouth and Massachusetts formed hut 
one colony. 
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NORTH END INDUSTRIAL HOME. 

The Industrial nome, od tha comer ot Salem and ITorlii 
Bennett streets (where formerly stood Dr. Edward Beeeh^r'a 
Oburch anil later the Seaman's Home), was commenced on a 
very small scale. In the Spring of 1679, Mrs. L. E. Caswell 
asked the charitable public for the sum o( five hundred dollars 
to begin a Summer aewing-room, which wna called the " Warii 
Sis Wurk-Room," and from this seed has sprung up an Indus- 
trial Borne, under the management of Mrs. I.. E. Caswell 
and Miss Yblua C. WtiiQirr, with DepartmentB aa follows ; 

1. The Sewing-Room, which Is supported by the parish of 
King's Chapel, which waa the firat year under the superintend- 
ence o( Mr9. E. L, noLUAN, and since then under the charge 
of Miss Eats Rubbbtsoh. At present there are three classes, 
one of fifty widows, one of forty mothers, and one of one hun- 
dred and ten girls, who are taught to make, cut and repair 
clothing, etc. 

2. The Laundry, under the superintendence of Miss A. B. 
MULLAK, vlaere poor women are allowed Co lake in washing, 
and for tbe sum t, t ten cents on the dollar hare the use of the 
Laundry, soap, starch, and other □< 
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3. Tba Library and Reiuiiiig Room, a uperin leaded by Miss 
V. M. Goss, wliicb womaa &ud cbildceu use in the aCLeraooii 
kud men and boys in the evening. The rooui ia free to all. 
It U the only place of Us kind uorth oC the Public Library. 
The books, papers, etc. were donated by a kind friend, who 
now aesumea the support. 

4. Boys' Carpenter's Shop, under the care of Mr. C. D. 
Sneu.', where boys are taught to make various Hrtlcles (or 
hooaehold use, and U a!so supported by a. kind friend. 

5. Frlnllug Office, under the direction of Mr. Louis K. 
Hc^LL. In this room youug men and women are taught the 
art of printing. 

6. The Coffee Room, superintended by Mr. William S. 
CHAJ)mcE. Bere men and boys, on the payment of five cents, 
are furnished with cuifee and doughnuts, dally papers and ia- 
Btructive games, with vocal and instrumental music. 

T. Amusement or Reward of Merit Room, BUperinl«nded bi^ 
Mr. Edwahd Ma.cDona.ld, aaaisted by Mr. Joas H. Xrbt. 
In this room the buys and girls recommended from the different 
rooml of tUe Home are allowed to spend each an evening of every 
week, and are furnished with numerons games, puzzlea, and 
other amusements. 

6. Cooking School, under the superintendence uf Mrs. 
Olivk E. Dasiell. 

9. Kitchen Garden, superintended by Mrs. A.. M. Homans. 

10. Day Kuraery, under the charge of Mrs. E. P. and Miss 
L. W. Collins. 

11. Kindergarten, superintended by Mlaa Euebson and 
Misa Hpntibo. 

12. luduatrial Caf^, In charge of Miss Maosib MoCall, 
where meals and lunches are furnished from 9 A. M. to 5 P. M. 

13. Boot and Shoe Departmeiit, under the direction of Mr. 
Gbobgk William Rugby. 

14. Employment Bureau, in charge of Miss Jekkibi Cas- 
well, who has placed a large number of people in situations 
where they ate giving aatisfaction. 

15. Elocution Class, under the superlaleudeaco of Miss E. 
Laweesob, 5 Boylston Place. 

IS. Temperance Union, of two hundred and Qfty members, 
superintended by Miss E. Tobbt. Weekly rehearsals under 
charge of Professor Nbwcomb. 

IT. Uuderthe dtrectlan oC the management, semi-monthly 
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EntBrtRinments are glyen, which are alway* well patroniied, 
An admiBslon fee oF five ceuta Is charged. 

The Home U unaectarian and i» supported by the dona- 
tions of kiod friends.

BALDWIN PLACE HOME. 

The Srat meeting-house in Baldwin Place waa dedicated 
March 15, 17J6, enlarged In 1733, and again enlarged in 170T. 
The corner-atone of the preaeiit edifice was laid May 28, 1810, 
and the house wai dedicated January 1st, ISll. On the 24lb 
of March, 18Q5, the building having been purchased, the Home 
was Instituted, and dedicated May 23d following. From that 
time, until March, ISS2, five thousand two hundred and forty 
' children have been received — eleven hundred being under five 
yeore of age. Over one thousand o( the children were the 
orphaos of soldiers. About four thousand have been placed in 
homes, where they are constantly looked after. The Home hat 
been under the superlntecidence of Mr. B. O, Toles from Its 
organization until the present time. 




BOSTON BAPTIST BETHEL CHURCH. 



The cnrner of Hanover and North Bsniieit streets is a his- 
toric locality. Samuel Mather, son of Cotton and grandaon o( 
iDcrease Mather, was diamiased from ths Second Church war- 
ahlppiDg iu North Square, December, 1741, and the following 
fear a, wooden edifice was erected by bis friends on the above- 
nieiitloDed spot, in which he preached about forty yeara. After 
bla death the church was purcha'^ed by the UDlversallsts, and 
Rev. John Murray was Installed pastorin 1703. Edward Mitch- 
ell, Paul Dean and Sebastian Streeter were Ills auccensors In the 
put oral office. For the last-named the present structure vaa 
erected In 1836. In 18(14, through the eSorls "f the late Rev. ' 
Phlnehas Slowe, it was procured for the First Baptist Mariner's 
Church. Mr. Stowe was pastor until his death in 1808. Since 
1860, Rev. Henry A. Cooke has officiated. The church is now 
owned by the Boston Baptist Bethel Sccietj. It is a free place 
of woiBhlp for leftmeu and othera. 
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ST. MARY'S CHURCH. 

In 1S34 BiBliapFeDHiuk, after Beveral inpSectQal attempla 
to secure auiScieiit land for it church in a suitable location, pur- 
Ghaaed four Iota, 20 b/ 80 feet eai'h, on \That whb called Pond 
(now Rndicott} Slreet. He superintended the erection of the 
bnllding, beaideB attending (u liia many adicT offieial duties. 
Maa» wag celebrated at ChriitniuB, llie fuUuwing ;ear, in the 
baiemcnl. The builditig whs completed and dedicated to the 
Bervioe of God, May 22, 1836. 

The preBent edifice, which viaa dedicated December leth, 
1877, fronla on Thacher Street 83 feet fi inclicf, and exienda 
back on Endieolt Street and Thacher Aienue 108 feet four 
inchea. The building la of brick, with granite caps and Irim- 
mingB. The front ia flanked with two towerB, one on each Bide, 
22 feet square by 170 feet in height, and BDimounted by a cupola 
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conatriicled to support a bell. Tbe building was completed at a 
cost of about $200,000. At tbe principal enlrancu, which i* 45 
Xiy 20 leet, are three doors, and there are tire olliers that can he 
used iu ease of fire. Upon enleriug tlie church one cajinol fail 
10 ho impressed vritli the beauty and siinpiicity ot its arehiltut- 
uial design. Its exlreme d^pth is ISfi feet, width 74 feet, height 
of mling (IB feet. The alUr, whi(;h cost ahaut S13,000, il one 
ot the Unest iu the country. Tlie cliurcU ctratains paintings and 
statuary, aiid a Tery fine organ, whiuh is said to liave cost 
SIU.OOO. Tlie present paaior is the Rererend WItDam H, Dun- 
can, S. J., auil the church Is In charge of the Jesuit Fathers. 

A large parochial residence adjoins the building, for tbe use 
of the pastor and his associates. 

PoRTUoUESE Cboscb, Oil Bennett Street. The present 
edifice was erected lu 1S28, by the First Uethodist Society, who 
previously worshipped iu a building on Hanover Avenue, and 
dedicated by Kev. Stephen Uarlindaie. They eold the Ijuilding 
to the Free Will Baptists, and by them It was sold to the Portu- 
guexe Catholics, wbo now occupy it. 

The Italian Chdrch, on Prince Street, waa erected in 
1870, through the eSorls of Iteverend Father Guerrini, O. S. F., 
Dr. Joseph Pagaiil and others. It la now iu charge of Kavereud 
Father Boniface, O, S. F, 

The old bell which has been In use on the South Ferry toll- 
house, Eaatern Avenue, for many years, to notify lUe public of 
the arrival and departure of the ferry-boats, has a history. It 
was cast iu lOTS for a convent, and, after luany years use was 
sold as old junh, and brought to New Orleans, where It woe 
purchased byllie old Ferry Company, which has ceased toexist, 
and placed ia its present position. Its surface bears the follow- 
ing Inscription : " Maria mater liei, orapro nobis Anno Domini 
(Mary, mother ot God pray for us. In the year of our Lord) 
1673." A cross, divided into squares, is engraved upon It. In 
each of the squares Is "I. H. S.," wltb across above and below 
each. It still retains Its silvery tones. 

On North Street, near North Square, Is situated the North 
End Misbion, an Institution well known for lis good works ; 
where many poor people have been furnished with food oud 
clothing and sent on their way rejoicing. 
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Governor Hutchinson's Mansion. 

On Ganli^n Court, next the Clark residence, was tbe man- 
sion of Thomas Hutclilnson, Governor of Massaebusetta at the 
time of the Stamp Act trouhles and the State Street masaacre. 
On the night of the 26th of August, 1765, duruig the Stamp Act 
esdlement, his house was saclied by the mob, lila furniture de- 
stroyed, and bla valuable library badly damaged. The tea was 
destroyed in December, 1773, and, in tbe early part of 1774, he 
departed for England. He was reimbursed for bis losses and 
received a pension. The buiidlng was erected after 17U0 and 
destroyed in IBM. 



Sir William Fhipps (for whom Phipps Place was named), 
arrived in Uoston May 14, 1002, with tbe new Charier for Mas- 
sBCbusetIs, and a commissEnn appointing him Governor. He 
built a noble mansion on the westerly corner of Salem and 
Charier streets. It was occupied by Kev, Dr. Waller, Rector 
of Christ Church, at the time of hie death. In ISUU, and demol- 
ished In 1830. 

On Charter Street was boru the hero of the Ee»ex, Cammo- 
dore Porter, who so valiantlj fought the Phiebe and CItemb, 
oS tbe harbor of Talparitieo, In 1814. 
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Painter's Coat of Arms. 

Iiubeiiiled in the f ii.iit of a. building on Uie corner of Han- 
over and Marshall atreelf, luay be neea a neatly-carved and 
V6ll-pre8erved coat of aims. In the centre U a quartered 
shield, supported on eUher aide with rampant lions chaiueil; 
resting on the eliield is a crowned helruel; above is apparently a 
phcunii rldug out of the flamea. At the top is 
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I the motto: Amor Ociat Obedieneia. 
This cnat of arnm wb& Ishen from art old wooden building 
on tlie same spot that Iiad tor generations been occupied by 
paintots, wlieu the buildiug was demolished in ISS-'i.

Id ihe rear of the building juH 
nieiilloQed, euclosed In ibe wall, 
l8 a large block of brown sand- 
stone, with a cavity in Ihe top, in 
which flts a rouud stone or gluhe 
made of the same malerial. U 
was lirought from England about 
noo, and was used by painters 
to grind paint. Deeply cut on 
lis face are the words, " Boston 
Stose. 1737." 



On Foster Street fonnelly stood Paul Revere's cannon and 
bell foundry. A variety of articles for domestic use were man- 
ufactured at this foundry. It la said to have been erected 
about 1700. 

The house of Dr. Eliot, formerly pastor of the New North 
Church, still standing, is a wooden structure In fair coniHtion. 
Itisthe second house from. ihe north corner at Hauover and 
Tiles ton Btreetn. 

The old buildiug ou the corner oE Marshall and Union 
streets, now known as Atwood's oyster bouse, was where Ben- 
jamin Thompson, afterward known as Count Rumford, leanied 
Ills trade. 
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Sir Henry Frankland's House 

was builC by William Clark, a noted mercbaut □( Boston. It 
was siliiated on tba corner of Gaiden Court and Bell Alley (now 
new Prince Street), and was said to be one o[ tbe finest iii Bos- 
ton at the time. Tbe main entrance was on Garden Court 
Street. It was Ibe resfdence, in 1741, of Sir Cbarles Henry 
Frankland, Baronet, wbo was Collector of Customs under Gov. 
Sblrley. The building was demollslied when Prince Street was 
extended through to North Square. 



AtT Old House. The Wells mansion-house, on the cor- 
ner o( Salem Street and Elmer Place, it is claimed, waa erected 
about Ifieo. It is a two-and-a-half story cllpboanled bouse, 
Willi liip roof; tbe second and third stories project over the 
lower — the aeciiud nearly two feet. 

lu Salem Street, In 1770, was the old printing office of 
Zacharlah Fuwle — first the matter and then tbe partner of 
Isaiah Thomas — in whlcli was printed the Maaaaelnm^lla Spy. 

The British, In 1775, had a battery on the corner nf Prince 
and Salem street]. 



Green Dragon Tavern. 
TbU noted old 'uoslc'ry WiS slLuated oa the burder of 
the Mill Fond, uow kaoirii as Union Street, and wai pnrchasfd 
by Iha Miitons, Man-b 31, 17tl4. It waB aftemrard known as 
the Freemasons' Arms. St. Andrew's Lodge was organized 
ill the long room of this bnildiug. Under a charter from tliK 
Grand Lodge of ScoLlatid they began regjlar meetings April 
13th, 1784, wbicU were continued until 1818. This estate has 
always remaiiitd thii property of St. Audrew's Lodge. It waa 
a two-story brick bulldlug, with a, pitched roof. It was here 
the Committee of Safety met, and from which the famous Tea 
Parly started. It wai used an a hospital during the Revolu- 
tion. Over the door of No. S-i Union Street may now be seen 
a lai^s brown stone tablet, on w!iioh is carved a large Dragon. 
The original Dragon is said to have rested on au iron bar 
over the door. 

Pine Tree Shilling.

The Old North Meeting- tlouse, the second church built in 
Boston, was erected in KorthSquare In IGoQ; destroyed in IGTO. 
The Second Baptist Society held their first servicet in thehonsu 
of Jatoei Bownd, on Sheafe Street. In 1743, the first services 
by the Methodist Society In Boston were held in a. hired room 
on the same street. 

The descendants of many of the old families are yet living 
on old Copp's nill. Among them are the Dodds, Goddards, 
Dlllaways, Fltmans, Sargents, and Adamses.

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COPP'S HILL BURIAL GROUND. 



Copp's Hill Burial Ground was llie bgcoiiiI place of ioter- 
meiit in Boston {King's Chapel being the first]. It contains 
S8,8D0 square feet, and Is the largest cemetery iti Iheciiy proper. 
Tliid aucieut burial place is by no nieans a unit, allhough It ap- 
appears bo to a visitor at the present tine. It is made up of four 
tracts uf land, purchased at four difEerent tinier, and was for- 
merly Iluowu by distiuct names for Its different paits as follows: 
The Old KortU liurjlug Ground, Hull Street, or the Old North 
(the cemetery forme riy where the Gasometer now stands was 
also called the Hull Street Burying GruuudJ, Charter Street 
Burying Ground and the New North Burying Ground. 

Thli cemeteiy is bounded on the north-east about 314 feet 
by Charter Street; on the north-west by SuowhlU Street about 
324 feet, above which the cemetery rises some twenty feet, belug 
buttressed by a Rubstaulial wiUl of musuiiry ; on the south-west 
about 330 feet by Hull street; on the north-eoat by Marshall 
Place about 120 fi^et; cm the north-east again about 127 feet by 
private property ; aud lastly, on the south-east about l£ifeel, 
also by private properly and the Hull i^treet trlmaiy School. 

The oldest portion, that wLlcU has beau generally called 
the North Burial Ground, is situated at the uortJi-easterly p^irt 
uf the preneut enclosure, and Is the ground concerning which 
the following order was passed, November fith, IQM : "It Is 
ordered that the old burial place be wholly deserted for some 
convenient Hoasou, and the new place appointed for burying 
only made use of, and was recorded In Suffolk Deeds, lib. 53, 
ful. 153, OS follows : ' John Baber and Daniel Tureil, sell to the 
Selectmen of Boston, a lot of land, 204 feet on the northerly 
aide, 252 feet ou the luuLherly side ; in breadth on the easterly 
end 120 feet. Butting on the way that leadeth from tba new 
meeting-houae In Boston towards Cbarlestown Furry, on the 
north; on the land of Wm. Phillipa, southerly; ou the laud of 
John Balner and Daniel Turrell, easterly; and OQ the way that 
leadeth from Sen ter haven to Charleatown Ferry, westerly.'" 
It was dated February 20lll, H)5!W(0, but was not recorded until 
sarenty-slx years afterward. The south-easteriy of Ihla part 
Tos that chiefly used for the burial of the town's people, while 
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that near Snowhill Stieet served for the last resting-place of 
slaves and (reed persnns. 

Tlie date of ilie first interment is anknaivii ; it was probably 
soon after the land was purchased. The oldest iitacripliuus are 
dated 1081 and 1S78. They are on a double Btouu, wUicU was 
discovered iMJiieatU the surface In 18T8, by tha preaeut Superin- 
tendent, and had doubtless been covered witU the waaUiugs of 
the hill for tiiore than a century. It ia sis moaibs older than 
aaf other origiual itiscription in the ground. 

At ttiat time tlic only entrance to the enclosure was from 
Charter Street, tor, to the aouth-vrest of It, was situated the 
pasture of Judge Sevall, which really belonged to his wife, 
Hounah (Lhe daughter of John Hull) as part of her iuherltauce. 
When this piece of laud was conveyed to Che town, the Ancient 
and iiouomble Artillery Coiupouy adrauced a claim upon U 
uuder a mortgaife held by that organization, but the matter was 
adjusted in a satibfaciory maimer and the town proceeded to 
use the laud for the purpose for which It had been purchaseil. 

About forty jears after the tirat purchase of laud it was 
found necessary to enlarge the burying ground, and the tract of 
laud adjolulug it aud fronting on Hull Street, was purchased by 
the Town, of Judge Sewall aud his wife, (SuQolk Deeds, lib. 
25, fol. 97). The deed is dated J>ecember ITtli, 17UT; in consid- 
eration of £oO paid and the release front payoienl of au annual 
quit-rent of 40 ahilliiigs lor a cectaiu ceilar swamp in Brookline, 
Samuel iSewall and wife Uaunah, sold to the Town of Boston, 
land for the enlargement of the North liuiyiug Place. It ad- 
joined eaid place, northerly, measunng 250 feet; southerly it 
bounded otL Hull Street, measuring across, lu a stiaiglit line to 
the burying place, 140 ieet;ou BuUfitreet It measured 180 feet; 
westerly ou Snowhill Street, 170 feet. These purchases com- 
prise what is now called the Old North Biiiylng Ground. The 
north-westerly side formerly communicated wiLh Lyuu Street 
by a steep and very abrupt hank, which will he well remembered 
by the boys of fifty years ago, who used to claim that territory 
fur a play-ground; the memory of others may carry them back 
to the " Wishing Rook," whict stood conspicuously on the cor- 
ner of Snowhill aud Charter streets, and the time whun they 
formed in gruups, wished, and went singing around the rock. It 
is related that ou one occasion while the children were going 
aronnd the rock, singing, the ground suddenly gave way and 
several of them were precipitated into a lorgolten well under- 
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seaLh Ibem. The; were rescued by perBonB who h&ppeaed lo 
be iD tbe vicinitj. 

Tbe portion oC Snowhill StreeE now leadiug from Hull to 
Charter Slreet, v/aa merely a, fool-patU m privnLe poaaagti, imLil 
about fifty years since. In 1S32, Mr, Ja^ob Hall and otliera 
purchased a piece of laud bordering on tbe uorth-weet tide uf 
the old ground, and by permissioa of the city antUorllieB, ettab- 
lished Ibe Hull Street C<!uetery (ou the site of the gasometer), 
and erected rows of lombb, at the same time rellnqulbblng their 
right to the above-uaiued portlou of SuowhUl Street, aad niak- 
Ing an arrangeuieut with the city that the street should be a 
public walk or mall thirty-three feet lu width. This ceneteiy 
was discoutluued lu 1653, and the remaioa were removed tu 
Mount Hope Cemetery iu February, lS(tl. 

Where Suowhill Street now Is, there was formerly a row of 
tombs, and a walk from one end to the other over the tombs, 
with Htepa at each end. When the street was cut through the 
openings of these tumbs and their tablets were removed Inside 
the fence. 

In 1809 another addition was made by the purchase of land 
known as Jonathan Merry's pasture, and called the New North 
Uuryiag Ground ; It is now liuona as the Small Ground. Tbe 
deed was dated December ISlh, 1800, and Is recorded iu Suffolk 
Deeds, lib. 231, fol. lUI). It is as follows : " For $10,000, Beuja- 
min Weld, and his wi(e Nabb;, sold to the Town of Buecou'a 
parcel of land, bounded Buuth-west ou Hull Street 14S feet; 
north-west on the burial ground, 14Sand6 inches; north-east 
oit laud of Goodwin and others, 153 feet; soulh-eaat on land 
of Jonathan Merry, 123 feet ; being land cuuveyed to Weld by 
Merry, October 21st, 1800, recorded lib. 230, fol. IBl." Ou the 
south corner of tbe land thus purchased, fronting ou Hull 
Street, ntood the old Gun Houbq of the Columbian Artillery. 
Fifty-five tombs were built, 'in 1814, around the sides of this 
new enclosure, by Hon. Charles Wells, and, after the removul 
of the Gnu House { which liad been removed to Ibis lot in IHIO) 
Edward Bull built hfleeu tombs ou its site iu the autumn of 18^7. 
The ground was laid out in ranges, and several bodies were al- 
lowed to be interred in one grave. The drat pereon burled in 
the Small Ground was John Kichardsun, July 6lii, 1810, having 
been drowned a few days previous. 

In 1819, Hon Charles Wells built thirty-four tombs in a 
small grave-yard bounded by the old and new burying grounds 
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and Marebail Place, and Iroatlng on Cbftrter Street, which was 
called the Charter Streiit Burying Ground, and was recorded b» 
follow^ in Suffolk Deeds, lib. 202, (ol. 20G: "June 3d, ISIO, 
John Bishop of Uedford, sold lo CUarles Wells, for (1,061.30, 
landiu Charier Street, bounded north- east on eaid street 20 feel; 
north -easterly on the burying ground 20 feet wide; then con- 
tinuing westerly, 70 feet on the buryhigground 20 feet wide; 
tlien continuing 50 feet more, 23 feet wide; soulb-west 2S feet 
on land fortnerly of Dr. Wm. Clark, but now a burying ground ; 
then Boulh-east GO feet, 28 feet wide, then continuing 70 feet 
more 20 feet wide, on land formerly owned by William Fowle; 
being the land which Stephen Gorham ai administrator of Na- 
thaniel Holmes, sold to said Uishop, December I4th, 171)1, re- 
corded lib. 1&4, fol. 59," 11 is now a part of the cemetery, the 
fence dividing the two grounds having been taliea down about 
tbirty years ago. 

The eastern limit is overloolied by a bioclt of houses which 
separates the cemetery from Salem Street and its outlying courir. 
Everywhere the encUiiiure rises above the adjacent territory. 
The rcniaiudcr of the ground is surrounded by a neat iron fenct. 

The houses on the streets which bound this cemetery are 
mostly owned by the occupaute, and, with few exceptions, are 
kept neat and clean. The neighboring streets are so little used 
tUat grass grows among the paving-slones, and, iu some place.", 
nearly covers them. At the noith and nurtli-wesC boundarien 
there is an open space, llnough which part of Charlestown 
Heights and the Navy Yard are visible ; and by tal[i[ig a stand 
near the centre of the Hlii, the monument on Bunker Hill can 
be seen, bringing to mind the wotds of liie great orator, when 
the coriier-fltone of this monument was laid by the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, Juno ITih, 1S25: "Let it rise] let it 
rise! till it shall meet the sun iu its coming — let the earliest 
light of the tnoming gild it, and the parting day linger and p!ay 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company used Ihls 
Hill on one occasion for parade and drill during the Kevolutton. 
having been refused admittance to the Common, the place in 
which, according to their Charier, they had a right Iu drill. 

"In 1775, before the Artillery Company suspended its 
meetings, the Common was occupied by the British army, and 
Ibe Artillery Company were refused admittance. Capi. Bell, 
therefore, marched lo Copp's Hill. Soon after the bridge over 
Charles River was built there was a complaint against the street 
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at tbe loot of this liill. It wiu Buppused Llie proprietors of that 
part at the liill enclosed from Suowbill street ought to repair 
the whiLif aud street at tlielr own espeUBB. ThU led to iLquiry, 
In town lueetlDg, to whom It beluuged; some oDe said it lie- 
louged to ibla Company. Col. Jackson, their Treasurer, was 
aeut for, and declared be considered It their property, a toort- 
gage upon It to tliein having lung Bincu run out, and lliat ('apt. 
Uell, with the Company, liad talt«u po^Heuiuu of it In 1775. 
Capt. Dell was theu liiterri^ateU by Col. Duwes, tlie Moderator: 
Why did yuu march yuitr cuoipiuiy to Copp's UiliP Aiiitvrer: I 
was prohibited from eutariiig tbe Comuiou; couceiviug this lilli 
to be tbe property of the Company, 1 marched them ibere, as a 
place no one tiud a rigtit to txclude them from. Quiution by 
Moderator: Suppoaius a party of ilnilsh troops shuu4d have 
beeumpossesaiouofll, aud should Lave forbid you entrance, 
w bat would you have done? Answer: I would have cbarged 
bayonets, and forced my way as surely as I would force my way 
into my dwelling-house, if taken poBsesalou of by a gang of 
thieves. The late Col, Wm. Tudor, who was tlien present, said : 
' Mr. Moderator, ibe bill clearly lielongs to that Company, and I 
wish ihey would esecule a quit claim deed of it to me at a fair 
price.' Tbe luorlgage was discharged al'turwarUs, aud the street 
repaired by tbe town," \E!xtTact from Ihi Company iHnuieg.] 
In the centre of tbe ground is a rod square of laud which 
was couveyeil by Samuel Sewall aud bis wife Hannah, to Joshua 
Qee, the noted ship-builder (who was the father of tbe distin- 
guished clergyman who was the afsisCaut anJ xucfeuor of the 
famous Cotton Mather, from 1722 to 17(18), " in consideration of 
two and thirty sbililngs paid them, being part nt ibclr pasture 
adjoining to the Dortb buryiug place, iu wbicb parcel of grouud 
Mrs. MaryTbatcber m-w lyeth burled: bounded northerly by 
said burying ground, and on all other sides by tbe laud of said 
Bamuel and Hannah Sewall." Said Joshua Qee was to make 
and maintain ouc'balf the feuce, and bave no right of way ex- 
cept through the North Burying Ground. TbU Mrs. Thatcher 
was tbe wife of Judab Thatcher of Yarmouth, aud died Novem- 
ber SOth, 1708, aged OS years. Her grave-stoue stands In tbe 
north-east corner of said rod of land. There were no restric- 
tloDi in regard to its uae; it was bought by Mr. Gee because of 
> request of his wife that she might be laid away from tbe mul- 
titude. The deed is recorded in Suffolk Deeds, lib. 25, fol. 174, 
About four generations ago it fell Into tbe bands of old Deacun 
Moses Grant, of Revolutionary fame, who was one of those who 
threw tbe tea overboard, and, at the risk of bis life, helped to 
take two pieces of cannoti from tbe British lines. This en- 
closure holds tlie remalui of three eeaeratloua of the Grant 
family, and is now owned by tbe heirs of the late Deacon Moses 
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Grant, the tern peraoca lecturer. As Bald before, tli era are no 
restrictions willi regard to Its use; a dwelliug-house or n black- 
smith's shop could be erected ou the spot, aod the right of way 
across the cemetery U coustrued ~ 
broad eaongh for cart-wheels to pass

There are withiti IhU cemetery two huadred and thirty 
tombs, two of wliich belong to the city. The oiie near Charter 
Street waa fitted aud prepared for clifldren ju June, 1633. In 
May, of Ihe sirne year, fifty dollars waa dpproprUted by the 
city autboritiei toward purchasing trees for ornamenting the 
grounds, nnd from that Jale the whole appearance of the Hill

began to change aiid resume its ancieiiC popnUrlty. Thosa 
trees bave all been reiaoved, aiiJ others, uf a more appropriate 
character, immberiug one hundred aud eightj, have taken Ibeir 
places, wbiuh make a vury agreeable shade lo the visitor on a 
Bdltry day, as well aa Co Ihe children nho come to play. Tbe 
Hill is visited not oaly by resldenta of ihe city, but by people 
from all patis of the globe. 

In 1838, iiew avenues and walks were laid out; grave stoues 
were removed for Ibnt purtiose, thus affording opportuuilies for 
pleasant promeuades, wbicli are by no mf>aiiB neglected. Cou- 
siderable care was used when Uylug out the patbs to place tbe 
tonib-Htoues as near as possible lo their original positions. 
Until within a few years the Hill has been very much ni^glected, 
and boys have been allowed to run wild through the grounds 
six. mouths lu tbe year. No one having charge during the win- 
ter months, tbe West and North End Boys would meet and 
imitate the Norlb- aiid South-Enders on Pope Day, and it fre- 
quently required a squad of police to drive them away ; but this 
bas changed. The Board of Healtb — to whom has been given 
the charge of the cemetery — have appointed a Superintendent 
to take charge of tbe grounds during tbu whole year, because of 
tbe numerous complaints made by neighbors and old residents 
of tbe North End, They have aUo concreted the down grade 
paths, whiuh was very touch needed, as tbe rain had gullied 
them iu borne places to the depth of a foot, and in others had 
laid bare tbe lops of the tombs built beneath Ibem. The ap- 
pearance of the grounds bas very much improved. 

The present Superintendent was appointed in April, 1878, 
since which lime he haa recovered twenty-two tomb-siones 
belonging to this ground ; — two on chimney tops, two covering 
drains, one in the cellar of a housb on Charter Street, one on 
Commercial Street, and the halauce over the openings of tombs. 
A tombHtone wltb tbu following inscription was discovered four 
feet below the surface, when widening Commercial Street, at 
the foot of Lime Alley: "Elizabeth Boone, aged % years, Dyed 
ye 13 October lliTI." 

Tbe Superiuteadent, in December, 1878, on opening an old 
tomb, discovered a headstone which reads thus: " RecuiBpeuse 
Wadswortb, A. M. First Master of ye Grammar Free 6choi>l 
at je North End of Boston. Aged about 2J years ; Died June 
ye Bth, 1713." The tomb bad not been opened for eighteen 
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years, and the undertaker who lajl closed it, tnatead of using

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Bat Iheae slabs are not the oldest ia the cemetecf. There 
is one finished ou the edges wUUoniaiaeiital curves and crowned 
with two cherubs atjd the Angel of Death, which is sacied to 
the memory of Gruce Berry, wife of Thomas Berry, who died in 
Plymouth, May IT, l<iS5, aged atrant 56 years; and irhose body 
waa removed to Boston in the year 1U5'J, when Copp's Hltl was 
first opeued as a pUc of burial. The stone is supposed to be 
the oldest Ju New Eoglaiid. It hears a coat of arms, and is 
marked with the contact of Brjtisb bullets fired at it during 
tbe Revolutionary War, wben il waa used as a target.* On the 
highest point of the Hill Is a atone bearing Ihe name of John 
Milk, for whom Milk Street was uainBd. He died iu ITot), at 
the age of about 4T years. Near bj rest the remaiuB of George 
Worthylake, one of tbe fir^t keepers of Boston light, with those 
of llU wife and daughter. Ail three were diowned while sail- 
ing In Boston harbor, on Sunday, November 3d, 1718. Upon a 
triple stone, of very curious design and elaborate workmanship, 
their deaths are recorded. His age naa 45 years, his wife, Ann, 
40, and tbe daughter, Enth, 13. Franklin, who was at this time 
apprenticed to his brother to learn the printing art, composed 
and printed a ballad on this ead event, called The Lightliouse 
Tragedy, which bad an extensive sale. His father Boseverely 
criticised his production that he never again attempted versifica- 
tion. Not far away, down the northern slope of the yard, ia 
the tomh of Chief Justice Faiker, a plain brick vault covered 
with a heavy brown atone slab. Near by Is the monument of 
Major Samuel Shaw, erected by Bobert G. Shaw, bia grandson, 
In 1S4S. Upon this shutt is inscribed a record of the events In 
the life and career of the Major. It states that he served 
through the Revolution as an officer; that on the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, 1TS4, he sailed from New York to Canton in the ship 
Smprega of China, as supercargo and part owner ; that be was 



* There has been considerable doubt as to 
the date on this stone. In the month of July, 187S, an old gen- 
tleman from the West, with bis daughter and grauddaugbler, 
visited the HIU for the purpose of finding tbe Lomb-stoue of one 
of his ancestors. In their possession waa a memorandum book 
yellow with age. On the first page was a fae simile drawing of 
this stone with the coal of arms (without tbe bullet marks), and 
on the first two pages was au exact inscription of that oa the 
Grace Berry slab, with a foot-note, stating when it had been re> 
moved from Plymouth. No record of Qrace Berry's death (Um 
be found at City Hall.

BetwecnlUiaeliariaiidllieGtaDt family tomb Is aBtone 
a lew iucbes in belgbt aud so sunk lu tUe ground tbat it almost 
escapes notice. It bears the uame of Goodetb ( Judilli i') Copp, 
wbo died on llie 25th of May, ililD, at the age of Tii jeare. She 
waa the wife of William Copp, for whom the Hill was named. 
While thlsmemoiislof her former existence Btlll nauiaijis, ai.d 
seems able to defy the elements far centuries, lliat which re- 
cords the decease of her husband has disappeared, although 
stones sacred to the memory of other members of the Copp 
family can be seeu iu diilereut places in the cemetery. 

The most uuted tomb In the grouud, and the one almost in- 
variably the first Inquired for by people from other Stales and 
eren from Europe, ia that of 
Reverend Cotton Mather, 
It is near the Chatter Street 
gale, and is a simple vault of

la addition to these clergymen, the vault contains the re- 
mains of many of their descendants. (Cotton Mather was three 
limes marrieil ; by hii Srst tivo wives he had fifteen children). 
It was last opened about fifteen years ago, when one of the 
Crocker family was deposited under ita arch ; the relics of these 
ancient worthies nere found mingled lu great coDfusion. There 




is ui »ir of quiet decay about Llie spot that is very suggestlre of 
lli« traiieitory ualursof all tha.t la m<jnal. Above It large Lrees 
coat ■ seiul-gloom which discourages Ibe growth of grass and 
shrubbery, and Ibe tuulh of lime lios gnawed deeply into both 
brick and stone. It is surrouudod by a neat Irou fence, sloue 
curblug has been pl^ed uuderneath, and the grouud iuside the 
fence uewlf sodded. By tbe tuutatioiis of family descent the 
tomb )b now oifued by Miss Rebecca K. Parker, who wisbea ti> 
maiuLaiu it in ai goud condition as possible, and <Io uolhiug tu 
destroy the sacred character i>f the property. This and the 
Ellla, Grant, Jarvis, and Dupee, are the only tombs thus cared 
for, as far as is known, during the pae\, forty years. The famous 
Napoleon willow (growafrom a slip brought by Captain JoaepU 
Leonard from Iha tree at the grave of Napoleon at St. Helena, 
and transpla,nted here by Roland Ellis of Boston, in 1S44), 
now shades another burial plat, and covers the moaunieiit 
and tomb of the Ellis family at the Charter Street gate. 

There are several stones on the malu walk, near the front 
gate, bearing the name oC Seward, 'one of them commemorating 
Major Thomas Seward, an officer of tbe Coutiuenlal Army, who 
died iu ISbO, at the age of CO. Upon this is carved a cinerary 
lUD, a cannon with cauuon-balls, and a setting snu. Anothtr 
slab is ornamented wltti the Angel uf Death bearing an hour- 
glass and carrying a scythe. Near by is a broken stoiie with 
the following inscription:

A curious remitidet of the fate that overlook tbe worthy 
explain ia a slit sawu deeply Into tbe heavy elale, Into which 
tbe bulleu taken from his body had been poured after they 
bad been melted. Sacreliglous knives have hewn away the 
metal, so that thece are ouly faint traces remaining; but one 
can easily deU<rniiue with what material the fissure had once 
been filled. Captain Lake was Commander of the Ancient 
aud Honorable Artillery Company in tbe years ld62 and 1674. 
Among other Past Commanders interred in this ground may be 
mentioned the following: Captalu RaU Ban, Colonel John 
Carney, Captaiu Caleb Lyman and Captain Edward Martvn. 

In Ibe same locality la a stone — a huge block of slate, 
smooth on one of its sides, inscribed thus:

Among tbe early citizens of Boston he was a man of note, 
mainly for bis charitable disposition. Because he opposed the 
course pursued towards tbe Qud,kerB, and did all he could to 
alleviate the distress of those of that persuasion who suffered 
persecution, be in turn became a martyr. His crowuingoSence 
was bribing the keeper of Boston jail to supply with food two 
Quaker women who were imprisoned, and would otherwise 
have starved to death.

He was pos- 
sessed of quits a large property, his estate coverlDg, hi 1(J37, tlie 
territory now bounded by Hanover and Richmond si 
the old water line, joining the terminus of the two thorough- 
fares. On tbi« territory was his house, ]oag known as the 
"Old Red Lyon" Inn. His name stands twenty-third on the 
list of the original members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. He was also a member of the churcli and, 
as mieht be expected, exerted considerable influence o 
affaiis of the infant town. 

lu the north-west angle of the ground Is the tomb of Ed- 
mund Uarlt, builder of the old frigate Constitution. Tba spot 
Is mariied by a plain while stone, upon which is simply the 
name of him who sleeps below. Near by is the vault formerly 
owned by Christopher Gore, who was Governor of i 
setts In ISiO. On the other side of the walk is 
of Charles Jarvis, who died in 1SD7, at the age of SO. This me- 
morial Informs ua that he was "a Pbraiclan, a f^Iatesman, a 
Patriot, and an honest Man, whose digniGed Beportment, sub- 
lima Eloquence, unbounded Philanthropy, and other Virtues 
endeared Lis Memory to bis fellow-cltlzens." XJpua the west- 
ern rise of the hill Is a stone erected to the memory of Deacon 
Shem Drowne, who died In 1774, at the age of 00. He made 
the grasshopper on the vane of Fnueull Hall, in compliment to 
Faneull, who bad a grasshopper on the vane of bis summer- 
house on the summit of Feniberton Hill, lu the rear of Lis man- 
sion. They were destroyed iu 1835, when the bill was levelled. 

Just where the older portion of the cemetery adjoins the 
newer Is the Greenwood tomb, In which lies the body of the 
Kev. Francis W. P. Greenwood, D. D., who occupied the pulpit 
of King's Chapel in the early part of the present century.

Near the Dupee monument Is the Thomas Goodwill totub. 
Ur. Goodwill, alone time, owned the laud now known as the 
Charter Street Cemetery. Thomas and Rebecca Goodwill pre- 
sented to their granddaughter, Mrs, Lydia Holmea, wife of John 
Bishop of Medford, a silver tankard, manufactured by the father 
of Paul llevere, inscribed Sept. 7. 1747. It Is now in the posses- 
sion of one of their descendants, Mrs. Eliza B. Emery, of Newton. 

Near the south-west corner of the burying ground is a slab 
upon which is the following inscription;

Mr. Darling, at the time when this stone was erected, was 
grave-digger in thia ground. Bo was also sexton of tbe North 
Church and lived on Salem Street. He died in September, Iti2U, 
and DO attention was paid to hli request, as he was buried in a 
tomb in (hU ground at aome distance from hia wife and family, 
and no one erected a monument to hla mentory. 

The (otlowing pathetic lines are appended to au inscription 
on a stone near tbe Charter Street gate, which tells the passei^ 
by that Hannah Langford died November 10th, ITOil, aged 16 
years and (3 months :

Kaised m thej 
are above the BurrouiidiDg territory, they are aa dry as the cellar 
of a well-drained bouse. A body deposited in one of them soon 
losea all o&enaire odor, and, until the inevitable crumbling of the 
coffin occura, there ia nothing to offend either sight or smell. 

The dales of five tomhatonpg were altered, about aerenty 
yeara ago, bj* the late George Darracoll, at that time quite 
young, so aa to make IdUO read ltI2U, and 1695 read 1(125 — the 
liltered figure in each case being a 6 changed to a 2. Bimilar 
acta of vandalism were performed in other burying grounds in 
Boaton and vicinity. The tombstones removed from where pullis 
were made, were placed in other parts of the ground near by, — 
thus utterly failing to accomplish their true end. Before this 
great wrong was perpeltated, petty deeds ot the aame clinracter 
were frequent. Stones wore taken away to be used in the con- 
atraction of chimneys, to buiid drains, to cover the openings of 
tombs, and to place in the bottoms of vaults for coffins to rest 
upon; a great many stones, however, have been recovered and 
placed in the ground among their fellows. But the work of des- 
ecration has been extended to the tomba, aeveral of which have 
at aome time been controlled by enlerpriaing undertakers, who 
have removed the remains nnce deposited to await a resurrection 
of a totally different cliaractcr, and used the apace thug obtained

Aootlier vault, that iiaa beea misused in the aame maniier, 
bears a coat of arma that is reoiarkiiblj' well carved, aud beuoatli 
this ia an iDscription apparantl^ as legible as when it ciime fresh 
from the chiaeL This mumoiiul acuae, like Dine-Ci^uClia of all the 
others, is ot slate, and, like tbem, it shows but little ol' the wear 
ot the elements or of the lapae of time. It stands a shorC dia- 
toDce from the mala entrance toward ilie weal, and is about three 
feet hy two in size, with a thiukneaa of leaa than two inchea. its 
armorial bearings are a coat of chain-mail, upon wtiicb ia a 
breastplate, aurmounted by a, helmet with its visor down. Upon 
the top of this ia a swan crowned, having a chain around its neck 
and thence over its back. Ornamental acroUa surround tbis de- 
vice, and on eitlier side are clusters of domestic fruits, including 
apples, pears, peaches, corn, wheat, gra]>ea, plums and ciierries, 
all of which are recognized at a glance. Within a apace of less 
tlian two Equare feet is the fallowing inscription :

Deterred by neither the beauty of the aculpturo nor the elo- 
quenite of the epitapli, Samuel Winalow, who was foe several 
years sexton of the First iiaptiat Church, oblained posaession of 
the vault, cauaed hia name, with aubhme coolness, to be inscribed 
above that of him for whom it had been prepared, ousted its 
original occupants, used the toiuh for a temporary resting place 
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of ttiaae for wlioai he was perForming a [<ortioa of tlie fuDeral 
rites, and now it is Buppoaed lie repoaea tlierp, airailiog liia turn 
lo again coioe to light, bra ugh t thither b/ mortal or ioimorul 
hand!. William Clark met willi reverses in t)ie French wars, 
losing fortf sail of vessels, which lo impaired hie fortune aod 
depressed his spirits that he died soon at:er. He was one of the 
original attendants of Christ Chureli ; his dwelling, on tlie corner 
of Garden Court and Prince streets, wai built of brick, and said 
to be the fineic of the day. Next is the tomb of liis brother, 
Dr. John CUrk, wbole fainil/ gare seven generations of physi- 
ciana, in a direut line, bearing Mie same name. 

Near the centre of the Hill is the tombstone of William 
Muniford, who died November 21, 1713, aged 77 years. He was 
one of the most prominent members of the Quaker Society, aod 
was a Btone-uutter and builder b/ trade. Uo July 10, 1GII4, be 
purchased a tot of land in Braitte Square, and bnilt a brick 
meeting' I loUBG, wliicb is said to bare been the first brick church 
erected in Uoston, and also the Bm Quaker meeting-house in 
Boston. It was conveyed Ut trustees, with a part of the land, for 
the Quaker Society, of wliiuli he was a prominent member. He 
afterward bought another lot on Congress Street, on the 5th of 
January, ITOj, on which he built another meeting-house, to which 
the lociely removed when they sold the one ou BrutUe Square. 
They used part of tliis same tot tor a burial place. About 1825, 
the land hHving been disposed of, the reiuaina were removed by 
the Quaker Society to Lynn. Near by is the stone of John 
Soames (a cooper), who was one of the trustees to whom Mum- 
ford conveyed tbe lirst meeting- ho use, and who was also a promi- 
nent Quaker. He diel November Itlth, 1700, in the fifty -second 
year of his age, and nine years before the society sold the tirat 
meeting-house. At a short distance Id Che left of this stone is a 
slab in memory of Captain John Fullio, from nliom the headland 
at tbe north-west of Chelsea, fronting westerly on tbe harbor, 
took iU name, 

The first stone on the right of the Hull Street entrance is a 
stone, bearing a coat of arms, in memory of Edward Martyn, 
who, with Timothy Thornton and Tliomas HulchiDson, was tbe 
Committee appointed [o purchase the second addition lo tbe cem- 
etery. Kr. Martyn was Captain of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company in 1715. Ha ia said to have owned, al one 
tine, most of the Uud from Hanover Street to the water's edge. 




Tomb So. 7. Tha repreaeuUliva of Ibis tomb in the prea- 
eut geutiratiuu, i« Praderic W, liincoln, who waa for ieven years 
Mnyucof BoflUiu, Tlie orisiual uwuera In the Lliicolu fauiily 
were bis graudfnllitir, Amus Lincoln, ftud bia brotUer. Aiuua 
Llnculu was one of Iba suiali parly of patriotic young wen wLo, 
diagiiised an liidlau*, threw the lea overboard at Ibe cotumouce- 
meiil of llie Bevulutioimry Btnigyle. He was then an appren- 
tice, learning bis trade as a bu use-builder, and waa seivctod uot 
only on accuuut of his discretion and political piiuciplcs, but 
because be wkb skilled lu the use of an Impleineut of hia trade 
with which be pried ofi the topa of tbe tea-chests before bis 
comrades threw tbelr couleula into tbe sea. He early juhieit 
the army and served during tbe war as captain lu the arLiilery 
service. After tlie peace ha married a daughter of Paul Revere, 
was one of tbe leadiug mechaulcd aud cillzeus of tbe town, and 
engaged in tbe erection of many substantial buildings, the most 
iuipurtauC one now Btauding being tbe State House on Beacon 
Hill. Hedied January 15, )S29. 

John Mauntfort, wlio in ITll built tomb No. 17 on the Hull 
Street aide, was, la IDUl), a member of the Aaoient and Honor- 
able Artillery Oompaay ; in 1713 owner of Mountfort's Wliarf . 
He was ancestor of tbe well-known Mountfort family at tbe 
Ntirtli End, wUo for miay years resided ou Prince Street. One 
of bia deiccudaiits, Mr. George Mountfort, represented the Uni- 
ted Stales, at tlie island of Crete, for nine years. 

Jonatban Uauncfort, brother of John, and founder, in 1724, 
of tomb No. 59, upon whicb ia the finely sculptured family coat 
of arms, was a ptiysician and apotliecary. Ud resided for many 
years, at what was called " Manntfori'a Curner." In 1717 be 
wai one of tbe Building Committee of tbe "New Briolt" or 
"Cockerel" cburch, of which he was treasurer. 

Near this tomb is that of Edward Curnea, wbo lived on Hull 
Street, opposite the Small Urouud. Mr. John Weir presented to 
Mr. Carnes a, flag which lie liud carried when President Washing- 
ton visited Boston in 1760, thinking be was a suitable peraon to 
have ilie some. Mr. Carnes carried it on the occaeioa of the 
great Jubilee, in 1851, in the presence of President Fillmore. It 
ia now in tbe poaseasion of his son. Captain Edwurd Carnes, of 
Charles town. 

About five feet from tba Edes tomb lies tbe remains of 
Prince Hall, first Grand Master of tbe colored Grand Lodge of 
Mason a in MaaaacliusetU. 
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The followlug EpiU[ibs are h> be found on tombstones ii 
dtSerant parts of the cemetery:

Near the Parker tomb is Cbe slab of David Copp, wbo was 
a ion of William Copp, and an £lder in Dr. Mather's Cburch, 

Hear the Hull Street gate is the tombstone of Capt. Edward 
Rnmaey and wife. Captain Rniunoy aerveil witli diatinvlion in 
the Revolutionary War. Hb was a member of St. Andrew's 
Lodge and charter member of St. Andrew's Royal Arcli Chapter 
of Boston. Ills son, Edward, waa Sailing Maater in the U. S. 
Navy, and is lionorably mentioned in ttie o^cial report of the 
capture of Ibe Eiigliah aloop-of-war Penguin by the Hornet. 
Congresa voted him a medal, March 2Hd, 1810. 

It is estimated that over ten tiiouaand persons have been 
buried in tbii eemetery.

In renr of No. 4 Garden Court Street stands e. fine-looking 
raansion-houae, three stories In height. It was the former 
residence of IIon.'F, W. Lincoln. The carvings on the man- 
tel-pieces are deserving of mora than passing notice. The 
building Is now owned by Mr. Patrict Collins, who takes 
mucli interest In Its preservation. It has been claimed to be 
the olil Governor Hutchinson mansion, 'nhich was taken 
down In 1834. 



The house in wliicli Cotton Mather lived on Hanover 
Street was demolished many years ago. Where it stood Is 
now a large brick building, numbered 21IS anil 3:K), and occu- 
pied as a wholesale liquor store. 

Opposite B3 Prince Street is an old building, the former 
home of the Thoreau family, previous to their removal to 
Concord.

The former home of Master Tileston, No. 05 Prince Street, 
has lately been repaired and repainted. He taught seventy 
years in the Eliot and other Boston schools, and died in the 
eighty-ninth year of his age, Oct. 13, 1836, 

On the (Ith ot April, 1707, John Stewart was hung on 
Boston Common for robbing the house of Captain Kusl, on 
Prince Street. His plimder was taken at several limes and 
hid in a tomb on Copp's Hill, where he was traced and 
detected on a stormy night. 



The Sisters' School on Moon Street has been established 
about twenty years. They have about seven hundred girls 
as pupils. FnLil the purchase of tlie New North Church, 
Bev. Patbera McMahon and Haskell held services here. 
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On the corner of Lafayette Avenue and Prince Street 
stands an old troilding tbat man occupied daring tlie Revolu- 
tion aa a hospital bj the British troops ; It was built oat-of 
heavy ship tlraberw, part of which may be aeon by going 
through the old baknry. In the cellar several years ago some 
iiunian bones were found by Mr. Harry Mai'sh, who was 
making some repairs at the time. At the northeast corner, 
projecting above the sidewalk, maybe seen a piece of cannon, 
which Is aald to Iiave been discovered by some boys while iu 
bathing at the foot of Gee's ship-yard, and removed here by 
the Gee family, who owned this estate. Among the houses 
stltl retaining some of the carved cornices, ornamental work 
over the doors and mantelpieces, are the Lincoln House, off 
Garden Coiu-t Street, and No. 32 North Bcnnet Street. In an 
old house No. 37 Sheafe Street, ornamental tilea may be seen 
around the top and side of the mantelpiece. 

At the north corner of Hanover and North Bennet Streets 
Btntids what is left of the bouse bnilt in 16TT and occupied 1)y 
Increase Mather, and where Cotton Mather spent part of his 
boyhood days, and later where Andrew and John Elliott 
lived. 

No. 23 Unity Street was occupied during the Revolution 
bythe IJritlsli, the family having left town at the be;rinnliig 
of the war. The Ptalrcaae Is ornamented, and on the diicir 
was until recently an old-fashioned hnocker. On Tileston 
Street opposite the Bliot Sclioui ia an old tumble-down ruin 
occupied at one time by Captain William 8. Baxter, of the 
Montgomery Guards, and now as a wood and coal store. 
The old over-hanging house on Moon-street Court was taken 
down in 1889. 

The willow over the Ellis tomb was so badly wrecked 
by the gale iu 1888, tbat the balance had to be taken down. 

The old ruin No. 3*1 North Street was demolished In 
1889 ; 11 was erected about 1725. the main portion being of 
brick, and was connected with the next estate by an archway. 
The estate belonged to the Dodd family for years, and was 
without any doubt the most picturesque old building in 
Boston. 

Fremere House, Nos. 343 and 345 North Street, la one of 
the liouaes that escaped the big Are of 1776 that destroyed 
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nearly all that pnrc of Buston, from North Square to the 
water's edge; it was erected previous to 1674. 

The Robert Newman Hoaau was demolished la 1889; In 
the foundation of tlie oven waa discovered an old tombetone 
belonging to the Greeaough family, dated 1674. 

The Badger House, corner Prince and Thacher Streets, 
was demolished in 1690. 

The frrasahopper on Faneuii Halt Is one ot the landmarks 
of Boston, tiiough but few Bostonians know of Its existence 
at the present date. It waa placed there hy Deacon Shein 
Drowne, iiicompliment to Faneuii, who had oneon his summer- 
liouse, Hitnated on top of Femberton Hill, and 'which iras 
said to be the only one In the world ; but on investigating 
further, I found that the city of London also had a grasa- 
hopper, which was aiso the only one tn the world, and Us 
origin was as follows: A boy going home from school 
ciiased a grasshopper over the fence into a large Held, and on 
climbing after the grasshopper he discovered in the grass a 
baby boy, %¥liith he took home to his mother, who brouglit 
the boy up and educated him; he afterwards became very 
■wealthy and erected a large public building -which he pre- 
sented to the town of London, and on top he placed a grass- 
hopper vane. In commemoration of how he was found. Shem 
Drowne made one for Faneuii for his summer-house, and in 
lT4a he also made the one on Faneuii Hall. Shem Drowne waa 
a well-known copper-smith of that date; hia tombstone may 
be seen In Copp'sHill. The vane has fallen down three times, 
and after repalriug has been replaced, the last time but a few 
mouths since. 

The steeple on the north of Christ Church was blown 
down twice and replaced, using the same material as far as it 
would go, replacing the broken timbers with new ones, and 
It has been repaired on the Inside by new beams and braces 
where needed. Where the clock now is, waa formerly double 
windows. II was from the window over the clock looking 
up Hull Street that Robert Newman displayed the signal 
lights. The clock was placed In the steeple in 18T0, after the 
steeple on the Cockerel Church was blown down. The tablet 
was placed in the church In 1878, blowing up a round win- 
dow In the front of the church. 
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On tlie Seward tombstone, od the Hull-street patb, may 
be found tlie following lines : — 

" Reader: beneath this atone I9 deposited the remains of 
Major Thomas Seward, who gallantly fought In our late 
Revolutionary war, and through its rarions scenes behaved 
■with patriotic fortitude, and died In the calms of domestic 
felicity, as becomes a universal Christian." 

Back of the Greenwood tomb was interred a man by the 
naineof VanPronlc. Sargent, In his '■ Dealings with the Dead; 
or, The Seston of the Old School," jiublisbed by the Boston 
Transcript, has the following in regard to hia wife, after the 
death of her husband: "Thewidow took on so, that the neigh- 
bors thought she would never get over the loss of him ; she 
had a wooden model of her husband made, and took U to 
bed with her. Some time later she got acquainted with a 
young shoemaker, who took her measure for a pair of boots ; 
about this time the servant girl came npstairs and says : 
'Mrs. Van Pronk, we are all out of kindling wood.' The 
■widow thought for a moment, and then says ; ' Veil, mebbee 
it vos about time to take Van I'runk, vot vas upstairs In 
bed.' As we have heard no more abuuC the widow, she no 
doubt ■was united to the cobbler." 

Crazy Mol, a harmless individual who went where she 
pleased, and frequently visited the grave-yard, where she 
would sleep till morning, on one occasion while enjoying 
lier accustomed nap, was surrounded, withont their know- 
ing It, by a crowd of Harvard stndeuts, who had concluded 
to show the surrounding residents of the Copp's Hill what 
they could do in tbe shape of making night hideous. With 
toot-horns, etc.. as before said, they arrived at the Charter- 
street slope of the grave-yard, surrounding the spot, uncon- 
sciously, where the old woman was asleep, and began to 
toot their liorns and sing out, ' ' Awake, ye dead I awake, and 
prepare for the great Judgment Day ! " The old woman thus 
disturbed, apparently thought her time had come. She gradu- 
ally raised herself upand said, "Good Lord, I am ready 1 " The 
students, who had succeeded better than they expected, were 
BO thoroughly frightened that they scattered In all directions, 
as though the devil was after them. One of tbe students was 
BO badly scared that be went Insane from tbe fright.
